Subject Scheme for licensing of cotton textiles for export to the U.K. from India — 
Quota for 1964. 

No. P.N. (U.K. Licensing) /4 of 1864 .— Attention is invited to Public Notice 
No. P,N, (U.K. Licensing)/1 of 1964, dated the 24th December, 1963, on the subject 
mentioned above. 

2, It has now been decided to restrict exports of the following categories of the 
finished goods to the U.K. with effect from 1964: 

Category I.—(a) Yarn dyed pieccgoods excluding terry towels, terry towelling 
and loomstate candy striped cloth, 

(b) Loomstate candy striped cloth. 

Category II.'—Other finished piecegoods. 

Category III.— Other towels, made-up articles, bedsheets, pillow cases, blan¬ 
kets, napkins, etc. 

Category IV.—Garments (only wearable items made from millmade cotton 
fabrics). 

3. Export of finished goods to the U.K. will not be allowed after 29th February 
1964 unless covered by certificates issued by the U.K. Textiles Licensing Advisory 
Committee. Export licences will be issued against these certificates by the Joint 
Chief Controller of Imports and Exports. Bombay. 

4 Export licences so far issued for the export of cotton textiles to the UK. 
which are still valid shall, with effect from the 1st March, 1964, be utilised only for 
the export of grey cotton piecegoods.
